A most polite fellow-traveller kindly 
took charge of Touy’s baggage while 
he, all energy, was golting the carriage 
torights, Need it be said that on arrival 
at tho other side neither stranger 
nor Foreign Office despatches wore to 
be found ? ‘The polite fellow-passongor 
was the servant of another State, where 
a view of Tony's despatches was 
eminently desired, and he did but his 
diplomatic duty in assisting his Govern- 
meut to obtain them at so small an 
expenditure of money and bluster, 
Now it strikes ns that something not 
aulike this incident bas happened more 
thau once in China, Sir Rutherford 
Alcock was entrusted by the Foreign 
Ofiice with important negotiations with 
the Chinese Government, We have 
recorded Sir Rutherford’s own statement 
that he was acoosted by a very polite 
fellow-sojourner in Peking, who offered 
to carry his despatches to the Tsung-li 
Yaméu. Like poor Tony, the Ministor 
was so struck by the disinterestednoss 
of the offer that he at once resigned his 
Foreign Office bag to the stranger. ‘Tho 


| result was the well-known but abortive 


Convention of Peking. On another 
occasion another British Minister had 
a very delicate mission to perform, 
He had to exact satisfaction for the 
murder of a British officer, and at the 
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same time was expected to obtain some 
improvements in the generally strained 
commercial arrangements between Eng- 
land and China, He found himself at 
Chefoo, and thither the Chinese Pleni- 
potentiary betook himself to try what 
he conld effect with the irate British 
Minister. By ® curious combination 
of ciroumstances, a kind-hearted and 
affable gentleman appeared on the 
scone. Ho was quickly at home with 
both diplomatists, and showed such # 
genoral knowledge of the little after. 
dinner game they were playing that 
for very good-nature the British Minis- 
tor Jot him take a hand. The result 
was, we neod scarcely say, the Con- 
vention of Chefoo, and the polite and 
good-hearted gentleman in both case: 
was Mr. Robert Hart, now C.M.G. 
Doubtless Mr, Hart in both instances 
was doing but his diplomatio daty, 
and like Tony’s friend, he saved much 
unpleasant worry and bustle between 
the two diplomatists. We oan quite 
understand how well pleased the 
Government to whom Tony’s despatches 
were conveyed was when the bag was 
opened, and the confidential communi- 
cations of the British Foreign Office 
were found within, Even Lever, bril- 
lient as was his imagivation, did not 
conceive the possibility of the obtainer 
being invited to St. James’, and being 
presented by Her Majesty with the 
decoration of the Bath for bis pains, 
Of Mr. Hart’s C.M.G. position in 
this affair we shall say little. If under 
pretence of carrying out the views of 
his employers by whom he was placed in 
‘a position of confidence, be has really 
beon playing the game of the British 
Government, wo scarcely envy him the 
reward ho hns gained. If, on the other 
hand, he has been the zealous promoter 
of Chineso exclusiveness, and has, in: his 
capacity of confidential ndviser been the 
instigator of many of the arguments 
and statements recently propounded by 
the Tsuug-li Yaméun, we fail to see how 
he can with a good grace aceept the 
proposed honour, The acceptance of a 
reward’ from the British Government 
seems so incompatible with the holding 
of the Iuspectorate of Maritime Custome 
in the present condition of our relatious, 
that as plaiu people we cannot with- 
hold expressing our surprise at the 
very equivocal picture presented to us.

‘The obituary notice of the death of Mrs, 
Arthur Davenport, wife of H.3I.’s Consul 
at this port, will, we are sure, be read with 
universal regret. She was deservedly popu- 
lar at tho various ports where she has 
resided, and as soon as the news of her 
death was circulated on Monday morning, 
the flags of tho various Consulates, the 
ships-of-war, and most of the merchant 
vessels in port were lowered to half-mast ; 
the Consulate was closed to public business ; 
the Mih-ho-loong Ball, which was to 
have taken place in the evening at the 
Club, was postponed, and other public 
manifestations of respect to her memory 
were given. Tho offices of Her Majesty's 
Supreme Court and of the British Consulate, 
lishments, were also 
closed during the period set apart for the 
funeral on Tuesday, which was very largely 
attended by public officials of the different 
nationalities in the Settlement and mom- 
bers of all classes of the community. 

‘The German steamship China, on her 
arrival from Hongkong on Tuesday, com- 
pleted her 200th voyage in Chinese waters. 
The first was made in the year 1865, and 
we hear she has not yet met with an acci- 
dent. Captain Ackermann has sailed in 
her on 119 of these trips, commanding her 
in fifty-one. Yesterday morning the v 
was gaily dressed with flags. Suspended 
between the masts, one before tho fun- 
nel and one aft, were two gigantic Im- 
perial crowns made of evergreens, each 
being surmounted by four flags, German, 
British, Chinese, and the house-flag of 
‘Messrs. Siemsson and Co., (the agents for 
the er,) while below were hung, 
carved in wood, the numbers “100” and 
“200” respectively. Hoisted to the fore- 
mast were four Chinese flags of various 
colours, the topmost of which was the oue 
Presented to tho ship on the accomplish- 
ment of her 100th trip, a large triangu- 
lar white flag with a red border, and 
eight black characters inscribed on it, 
Shortly after twelve o’clock a number of 
representatives of Cantonese tea and silk 
hhongs came on board, who were received 
by the captain in the cabin ; Mr. Kohrt also 
being present, from the offico of the agents. 
After a short interchange of compliments, 
the captain and hie visitors wont on deck, 
and at about half-past twelve two new silken 
flaga presented by the latter were hoisted. 
One was of a pale blue colour with a red 
border, with characters expressive of con- 
gratulation and good feeling from the 
Chinese donors towards foreigners, and 
the other, as it rose, displayed the well- 
known red-and-white pennon of Messrs. 





























Siemsson & Co. The former was hauled 
up to the fore-gaif by Messrs. Kwong 
Sang-yuen and Leang Chin-cheo, amid 
the explosion of an immense number of 
fire-crackers. The pyrotechnical part of 
the coremony was performed in a small 
sampan ata safe distance from the ship. 
‘The two flags having been hoisted, the 
captain and his guests returned to the cabin, 
where a tempting array of refreshments 
invited attention. Soveral toasts were 
drank with great enthusiasm, prominent 
among which wore those to the prosperity 
of the ship, the health of the captain, 
and the health of Mr. Kohrt, When

previously received from the Cl 
pers at Ningpo, through Mr. H. B 
HI.G.M.'s Vice-Consul at thatport, a hand- 
some penholder and a gold pen, We aro 
informed that on the arrival of the steamor 
at Canton four more flags will be presented 
to her there, and at Ningpo the Taotai is 
‘expected to give her another, A dinner was 
given by the steamer to about eighty of the 
native shippers last night in honour of the 
event, and wo understand that Captain 
Ackermann will entertain a number of for- 
eign gentlemen on board this evening, 

On Saturday afternoon the Temperance 
Flag was hoisted on board the British 
barque Strathearn, by some of tho 
members of “Shanghai Lodge, No. 4,” 
L0.G.T. About 4.45 the usual dedi- 
catory service was held in the cabin, 
after which two of the ship’s crow were 
initiated into the Order, bringing the 
number of teetotallers on board up to 19, 
out of a crew of 21. Tho Good Templar 
flag was hauled up at 5.20 p.m. by Mrs, 
Cranston. After hearty cheers for the 
fing, the ladies and the captain, justice was 
done to a liberal spread of refreshments, 
and some little time was spent in a social 
manner, 

Mr. F. A. Groom offered two lots of 
property for sale by public auction yestor- 
day afternoon. ‘The first lot submitted 
was tho piece of property situate at the 
south-east corner of the Kiukiang and 
Kiangse Roads, containing 5 mow 0 fun 3 
li 9 haow, together with the houses, go- 
downs, and tonoments thereon, ‘Tho reserve 
price was mentioned as Tis. 20,000. No 
higher bid was made, and the property was 
subsequently withdrawn ; but we under- 
stand that offers were aftermards made, 
which will probably eventuate in a sale. 
The other property offered was situated 
at Hankow, and the reserve price was 
Tis. 8,800. - This lot was withdrawn also, 
the bidding not reaching the reserve, 

In their Tea Report, dated Calcutta, the 
21st January, Messrs, Thomas Watson 
and Co, remark ;—During the fortnight 
two public tea sales hava been held, one on 
18th January, when 7,314 lbs. were sold, 
and the other on the 15th when 5,140 Ibs. 
were sold. There was an active demand 
for Souchongs and common medium leafy 
brokens for local consumption at higher 
rates, whilst other kinds were slightly 
easier.

COMMERCE IN 1879. 
THE Customs’ Returns of the Treaty 
ports in China for the year 1879, have 
a more than ordinary interest, iv the 
face of the improved conditions of 
trade which have prevailed. in China 
as elsewhere, and may be studied with 
profit as affording a ground of antici- 
pation as to the future course of trade. 
Tn imports, while metals and woollens 
showed little advauce, an enormous 
stride was made in tho import of 
cotton goods; and petroleum, which for 
some years lias been making its way 
into favour, has now established itself 
ag an important staple, uearly five mil- 
lion gallons having been imported at 
Shanghai daring the year, The im- 
port of opium from Iudia has exhibited 
a remarkable increase, especially during 
the last quarter, when the amount 
brought to the port of Shanghai was 
some seventeen thousand picuis as com. 
pared with eleven thousaud five hun- 
dred during the corresponding quarter 
of 1878, ‘The trade in native pro- 
ducts passed through the Foreign Cus 
toms during the year oxbibited little 
change, on tbe whole, however, being 
brisker than in this previous year; aud 
the result of the improved condition 
of affairs was well exhibited by the 
unusual ease with which the Chi- 
nese Now-Yeat’s settlements were con- 
cluded, Pending the publication of the 
series of annual reports it may be worth 
while glancing at those of tho Inst 
quarter recently published, the more 
especially as they do not in any 
measure seem to confirm certain state. 
ments made as to the decay of the 
demand in China for Manchester cot- 
tons, Woe are nob arguing for the 
morality, or the reverse, of the practice 
of weighting flimsy cottons with size and 
clay, but tho fact remains that there 
exists a market for this latter class of 
goods, and that so far from the Chinese 
purchaser being deceived as to the 
quality of the article be buys be has 
mado a vory shrewd adjustment of the 
comparative values. The Pall Mall 
Gazette, usually well informed, in mat. 
ters counected with China is apt to 
draw its inspirations from too limited 
asource. Consuls aud Customs officials 
are generally correct in the long run, 
but in details and matters of commercial 
economy from day to day, they are as 
likely as other mortals to err, No one 
probably would be more astonished 
than Mr. Gardner himeelf at the ex- 
traordinary predictions as to the fature 
of Manchester put forward in the Pall 
Mall Budget of 10th January. These 
remarks are the more oxtraordinary 
that the writer of the article and the 
editor of the paper were in a position 
to have ascertained for themselves 
tho correctness of their statements by 
a referouce to Home statistics, Instead 
of doing this they have referred to the 
reports of Her Majesty’s Consuls in 
China for the year 1878, and on them 
have founded a theory which the course 














of trade during the past year has 
shown to be unfounded. With Mr. 
Gardner's report generally we bave 
expressed our entire concurrence. It 
is marked by ability of no moan order, 
aud exbibits a careful and friendly 
feeling for British mercantile interests 
unfortunately rare amongst officials. 
Mr. Garduer’s warnings are worthy of 
being takeu in good part, aud we be- 
lieve that they bave had a certain 
influence, aud that the quality of Man. 
chester goods has, in the higher classes 
at least, had a tendency to improve. 
Mr. Garduer’s statistics are, however, 
over atwelvemonth old, aud it is there- 
fore of some importance to compare 
the past with the present, ‘The 
year 1878 aud the beginning of 1879 
were marked by a sudden inflax of 
American cottons at Shanghai. It was 
not pretended that the prices at which 
they entered the market showed a mar- 
gin of profit, but demand was so limited 
elsowhore that rather than stop work- 
ing manufacturers determined to try 
the Chinese markets, The second 
quarter of the present year showed 
an import of 313,000 pieces of Ameri 
can drills, about two-and-a-quarter 
times the import of the correspond- 
ing quarter of the previous yenr. 
While about two-thirds of the import 
of British cotton goods were sent 
from Shanghai to the various ports 
for consumption, but 154,000 of 
these drills wout forward, being less 
than the average of the previous three 
years. Under the circumstances tho 
import rapidly dropped, until in the 
last quarter it bad descended to 88,500 
pieces, or little more than a fourth of 
r’s import, the re-export 

ing to 110,000 pieces. 
At the same time the import of Euglish 
drills, which bud been decreasing slow- 
ly until in tho third quarter it dwindled 
to 55,000 pieces, suddenly sprang up 
in the last to 169,000. During the 
last three quarters of the year the 
entire imports of Buglish drillsamounted 
to but 375,000 pieces, but nearly 
500,000 were re-exported, while the 
re-export of American drills ‘was sorae 
50,000 pieces short of that amount. The 
other staple of piece goods in which 
American manufacturers euter iuto 
competition with Euglish showed a 
more satisfactory result for American 
trade, the three last quarters of the 
year showing an import at Shanghai 
of 550,000 pieces of American ns 
against 84,000 of English. In a series 
of years the proportionate increase 
was very similar, So much for the 
two principal items of American cot- 
tons. The increase in the main 
staples of Manchester goods is more 
extraordinary. Tho import of grey 
shirtings sprang from less than two- 
and-three-quarter million pieces in the 
last nine months of 1878 to nearly five 
millions in 1879. Although the im- 
port of T-Cloths fell slightly off during 
the year, the fact that the re-export 
increased steadily would indicate an 
improved market, Other cotton goods 















showed ou the whole an increuse, so 
thut the year we have passed through 
may be considered as ‘refuting’ success- 
fully the cry of the decay of the 
trade of Manchester with the Far 
East. With reference to the state- 
ments that the Chinese who have once 
beeu deceived into buying heavily 
weighted shirtings will not look at 
them agaiv, the fact remains that 
there is a steady demand for such 
goods. ‘True, they will not stand 
washing, but there are many purposes 
for which the Chiveso buyer uses them 
which do not seemingly require the 
assistance of soap and water. Tho 
native buyer, too, has got ata very fair 
iden of the relative value of the’ two, 
‘Thus we find 8}-lbs. Shirtings quoted 
on the market at from Tis, 1.40 to 
‘Tis. 1.90, and a little calculation will 
show that the latter allows for some 
309% of sizing, Well-known chops afford 
a guarantee on the market and command 
prices accordingly. Weight for weight 
the better classes of English goods fetch 
about equivalent rates with American, 
though as yet the latter in drills and 
sheetings, especially the latter, continue 
to hold the preference. On the whole, 
the gloomy predictions of the Pall Mall 
Gazette with regard to the Manchester 
cotton marketdo uot show any symptoms 
of being fulfilled. Still it is well to bear 
in mind the old adage that bouesty is 
the best policy, aud we would like to 
see more determined efforts made to 
introduce better qualities of goods into 
the market, So long as a demand 
exists for weighted shirtings, mann. 
facturers will bo found to supply tho 
want. Tho manufacture has passed 
beyoud the limits of frand. Room does 
exist for improving the upper qualities, 
and this we bope to see attempted, 
Hore, however, the goods imported 
come moro into competition with Home 
manufactures, and it is well to remem- 
ber in the face of the larger demand of 
last year for unsized cotton goods, that 
the cotton harvest in China was below 
the average, 





HOME INTEREST IN CHINESE MATTERS. 

Ir is very satisfactory to see the intel. 
ligent and vivid interest in Chineso 
affairs which is growing up in Bugland, 
For years we had to deplore the apathy 
of the Home public aud to straggle in 
vain against their persistent, we had 
almost written invincible, ignorance of 
the Chinese and their country. A little 
knot of persous interested in the China 
trade strove from time to time to 
obtain a hearing and to induce the 
British public to tnrn their attention 
towards Cathay. Now and again an 
article on some Ohinese topic appeared 
in a review, or a missionary complica 
tion called the attention of Parliament 
for half an hour to the Middle King- 
dom, but the members who advocated 
the claims of the remote Empire on the 
attention of Government were few in 
namber and dostitnte of influence. 
The ordinary Englishman imagined 
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Shanghai to be a colony, Peking 
to be uear Hongkong, and the Por- 
celain Tower at Nanking to be still 
in existence. A great change has 
taken place recently in this respect. 
‘The actual presence of an Ambassador 
from the Imperial Court in the streets 
of London has brought Chiua home to 
the public mind and enabled them to 
realize the fact that the figures whom 
they are wont to associate with the 
caricatures on tea-chests are living or- 
ganisms occupying a large portion of 
tho earth’s surface, and making treaties, 
laws, and wars like other people. One 
proof of the awakened attention of 
England to Chiua which cannot be 
denied is tho frequent admission of 
articles on Chinese topics into Eng- 
lish reviews and magazines, It 
is no exaggeration to say that one 
of the leading periodicals bas an 
article on a Chinese topic overy other 
month. The space occupied in the 
Times by the letters of the Shang- 
hai correspondent is far greater than 
it used to be. For though we are 
unwilling to acknowledge it when 
absorbed in those local interests which 
seom go attractive and engrossing, there 
is a world outside, andthe more keonly 
wo sympathise with the affairs of the 
groat world and all the vast questions 
that are awaiting solution at the hands 
of philosophers, statesmen, men of 
letters, economists, aud men of scievce, 
the bettor it will bo for us. Tiere are 
worlds which we enter when we set foot 
‘on European soil for which some prep- 
aration is needed. The world of Art, for 
instance, must be prepared for by some 
preliminary study, and the more we 
try to fit ourselves for playing au in- 
telligont part in this aud other like 
worlds the more shall we be fitted for 
Home. Returning to England and find- 
ing yourself “out of the buut,” as the 
phrase goes, is humiliating. Vo wish 
that we could see amongst tho foreigners 
in the Treaty ports as wide an interest 
in affairs as we used to find. But while 
the Home public are grasping the China 
question and awakeuing to an interest 
in China, the residents iv Shanghai are 
becoming every day more limited in their 
interests. Instend of taking an ever- 
growing interest iu the politica’ questions 
which affect the world at large, we are 
rapidly becoming absorbed in our small 
affairs, aud getting more aud moro con- 
tented ‘with the microcosm. The letter 
which we printed on Saturday signed

in vogue, at another time wife-beating. 
Sometimes it is the fashion to try and 
upset railway trains, at another to 
“burke” or garotte unwary passengers. 
In Ireland it is always “the mode” to 
shoot landlords. At present the crimi- 
nals are going in for high game aud 
are taking to regicide. The crowned 
{beads of Europe are uow marked ont 
| for destraction with peculiar vindictive- 
ness and pertinacity. At the very time 
when we are reading the details of the 
attempt of Otero Gonzalez on the life of 
the King of Spain we get a telegraphic 
report of a fresh assault on the life 
of the Czar and his family. It is a 
commonplace to speak of the Govern- 
ment of Russia as despotism tempered 
by assassination, and we know that two 
of the present Ozar’s predecessors, Peter 
the Third and Paul the First were 
strangled, and Alexauder died not with- 
out suspicious of poison, though there 
is no positive evidence on the subject. 
We cannot, however, place the attempt 
on the life of the King of Spain in the 
same category with the attempt on the 
life of the Emperor of Russia, Though 
Otero had accomplices, bis attempt does 
not show the settled purpose of hate and 
the rooted murderous intention which 
are displayed by those persons who bave 
twice essayed to take the life of the 
Czar. The attempt to blow up the 








railway-train aud the more recent effort 
to destroy Alexander in the saloon of 
the Winter Palace are indications which 
it is impossible to disregard of deep 





the so-called Nibilists to bring about a 
change, The ominous signs which in- 
dicated the great French Revolution 
aro re-appearing in Russia with ter- 
rible distinotness, and some violent 
change is to be expected before long. 
In semi-barbarous countries and dark 
ages tho comet aud the lurid star 
are held to be the heralds of revolution ; 
and occasionally, as at Peking some 
two years ago, the appentance of 
fantastic or curiously-tinted clouds is 
believed to indicate coming trouble. 
The belief often produces the event. 
But the observer of political phenomena 
in an instructed ago need not look to 
the heavenly bodies to see tho signs of 
political combustion and anarchy. For 
years the forces have been at work whieb 
are now exploding. It is not ensy to 
trace the exact connection between 
the doctrines of the early Nihilists 
Chernvisherski and Dobrolubof, who 
began by speculations on cosmic pheno- 
mena, and the politieal movements 
which are now agitating St. Petersburg. 
Nor is it uecessary now to go back to 
the origin of the movement. It is a 
life aud death question, and it is clear 
| that overy day separates Court and 
| People wider from each other. It is 
jad that the peaceful inclination of the 
| present Government aud the willingness 
jto make terms which the leniency to 
Mirsky attested, have come too late and 
| have failed of any practical conciliatory 
jreault. The January number of the 
Contemporary Review poiuts out that all 














hope of reconciliation must now be 
regarded as over. The attempt on the 
Czar’s life during his railway journey 
was regarded as finally destroying the 
chances of peace. “ Liberals especially, 
“though not deceiving themselves as 
“to the real state of things, wished 
“ardently that nothing might ocour 
“to disturb the intentions of our 
“rulers to go back to the prior laws, 
“Now everything is lost again, and 
“no one cau guess when we shall 
“return to the regime of comparative 
“liberty.” If this was trae in the 
middle of December, how rouch more 
true is it now after this further proof 
of the vengeful aud desperate inteu- 
tions of the Nihilists, They are declared 
now to be irreconcilables. They have 
not only drawn the sword, bub flang 
away thescabbard, Meantime we hear 
of vast military preparations, and the 
Czar may attempt the old artifice of 
escape from domestic peril by rushing 
into a foreign war, We do not think, 
however, that he will again be able to 
take the fleld, At any moment the 
fortune that has hitherto failed the 
couspirators may crown their attempts, 
or the Czar may succumb to the woar 
and tear of body and mind which he 
is compelled to undergo. Then in all 
likelihood the new ruler would address 
himself to carry out that reforming 
policy which Alexander cannot venture 
on, and which the Revolutionary party 
will not accept from his bands. 








‘ON CHANGES, 
Wuen Smollett in Humphrey Olinker 
declared that the external appearance 
of an old cathedral could not bat be 
displeasing to tho eye of every man 
gifted with any idea of propriety and 
proportion, he meant, we take it, to 
register under this rude form a protest 
against tho fictitious ecstasies into 
which fashionable people in his time 
flang themselves upon every oppor. 
tunity. He would have no reason to 
complain nowadays of expressions of 
rapture lavished upon anything what 
soever. All the gilt has long since 
been rubbed off the gingerbread of 
life, and sentiment, whether real or 
imitation, bas been swept away by 
steam, electricity, and the levelling 
down efforts of modern philosophers. 
Language Las changed with everything 
else. Until our times it woald hardly 
have been possible for one lady novelist 
to describe an inferior quality of milk 
as “uot having much cow in it,” and 
for another to call a workmau’s Sun- 
day shirt “his clean boiled rag;” but 
as we have reached this stage, it is 
clear enough that ordinary speech can- 
not now, without ridicule, be used to 
fling a glamour round sentiments and 
emotions, even around the passion of 
love. 
Then be not coy but use your time, 
‘And while ye may go marry 
For having lost but once your prime, 
‘Ye may for ever tarry, 

Such is the sound practical advice 
couched in frank, intelligible language, 
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that bas taken the place of lovers’ 
languishing laments, and though it 
dates from the seventeenth century, this 
faot proves that the adviser was a proph~ 
et, not that the advice is out of date. 
‘As we read the passionate outbursts of 
amatory poetry which are among the 
most beautiful and even the noblest of 
those works of antiquity, shattered 
fragmopts of which time bas spared, 
wo get to wonder at the leisure which 
permitted men and women to spread 
themselves out to such an extravagant 
extent over an affair which our modern 
mauuers have made a matter of busi- 
ness. Little ifany of our English love 
poetry rings perfectly trae, ‘There bas 
beon too much pins taken to polish it. 
‘When it was most in fashion to crys. 
tallise sighs and groans in verse, men 
of prosaic temperament, anticipating 
our way of looking at such things, 
made no end of fun of them. Few 
papers more amusing have been written 
than Addison’s statistical account, 
drawn from records discovered for the 
occasion in the temple of Apollo on 
Leucate, of the persous male and female 
who sought a remedy for love in tho 
world-famous Lovers’ Lenp. Hore was 
the raw material for n score of ballads 
puthotio or ridiculous flung with open 
bands to the drawing-room poets Each 
incident might have furnished the sub- 
jeot of an ode quite as natural in tone ns 
those that were nightly, under the flutter 
of fans, conveyed to waiting bexnties by 
their ardent swaius. But what was 
uaturul when Sappho poured her whole 
soul into immortal verse, was artificial 
in Addison’s day, and would now bo 
ridiculous or impossible. Lack of time 
is the secret, We are crashing one 
another in the struggle for existence, 
and sentiment is squeezed out of ux, 
When Schénherr rushed to Kant with 
his discovery that all living things are 
compounded out of light and water, the 
philosopher expressed his dolight at 
this new knowledge, but advised his 
informant to try to live for n while on 
those animal-forming materials. And 
Kant was but the precursor of the 
scientific men who role the roost in 
this year of grace, and who, if they 
heard of an animal's displa: 
auusnal emotion, would have its br 
and heart ont of it in the twinkling of an 
eye, for purposes of anatomical, micro- 
scopical, and chemical examination. 
We dow’t pretend to think that the 
world has sustained any loss in this 
change of fashion, When a man sets 
to work to enumerate his mistress’s 
beauties and virtues, he seldom fails to 
fall into the lapidary style of composi- 
tion, of all others the most detestable. 
Let us be thankful that our friends 
















and acquaintances are so wneb 
engaged in catching cum- 
vonting their neighbours amid keen 


competition, and making haste to be 
rich by all means Inwfal nnd aulasfal, 
that they’bave no time to cultivate the 
amiable imbecilities of erotic verse. 
We ure so changed from our great-

CHINKIANG. 


Itis rumoured here, says.a correspondent, 
that the Shanghai Taotai, accompanied by 
Mr. Ch’én, the Mixed Court Magistrate, 
have been’ summoned to Nanking by the 
new Viceroy for the purpose of trying to 
patch up the Swatow Guild case, and 
making some sort of a defence against Mr. 
Davenport's appeal. From reports current, 
the authorities will probably have some 
difficulty in evading their responsibiliti 
time.

South. Each steamboat agent is now re- 
quired, in addition to the usual bond, to 
provide two Chinese sccurities, and wit- 





hesses in addition to these, so that six 
signatures are needed before a shipment, 
large or small, can be made. This is in 
addition to former restrictions, and is 
certainly uncalled-for by past experience. 
This, however, is but one of the instances 
in which the foreigners connected with the 
Maritime Customs have proved themselves 
more obstructive than their Chinese masters 
themselves. Our Settlement and resources 
during the last four years hare snifered 
many inconveniences through the action of 
a few meddlesome individuals, unimportant 
in themselves, but harmful from their 
position aiding them in their desire to 
support Chinese obstructiveness. 

‘The annoyance caused to the owners of 
the Cadiz is an instance in. point, the 
troubles connected with w 
apparently quite settled yet; and the 
obstacles thrown in the way of Mr. MeBain’s 
steamers are but another. For some yeare 















Mr. McBain's hulk has been compelled to 
anchor on the north bank of the river, in a 
position where it has been impossible to 
obtain cargo without the enforced payment 
by the shippers of lekin taxes besides 
the Foreign Customs dues, ‘There never 
has been any real excuse for compelling the 
hulk belonging to this line to move to such 
disadvantageous quarters; and it is not 
creditable that foreigners’ in the employ- 
ment of the Customs service should bo 
found assisting in the practical evasion 
of treaty stipulations, 

Friendly remonstrance has been in vain 
in these and many other lesser disabilities ; 
and we have in consequence been forced to 
air our plaints in the public Press, in the 
hope that our griofs may mect the eye of 
those in authority,

‘The Daily Press reports that a fearful 
tragedy was committed in a Chinese house 
in Square-street early on the morning 
of the 25th ult, It appears that a man 
visited one of the inmates of the house, 
named Fung Ayow, and remained with 
her for the night, Nothing unusual 
occurred until about three o'clock the 
next morning, when a ery of “save lif” 
in a female voice was heard from the 
room they occupied, and no further noise 
was heard. ‘The door was fastened on the 
inside, but the partition was broken down, 
and the man and woman were then dis- 
covered in ful state. ‘The man was on 
the floor, quite dead, with his throat cut and 
other wounds about the head. ‘The woman 
was on the bed, and had gashes all over 
the head and neck and her left hand was 
almost severed from the arm. ‘The wounds 
would seem to have been inflicted with a 
chopper, used for cutting bamboos, which 
was found on the bed, and which appeared 
to be anew one. No clue has been obtained 
as to the identity of the man. Altogether 
there were thirty-three wounds on the 
woman and fourteen on the man. 

‘The China Mait regrets to have to record 
the death, on the 24th ult., of Mons. Idel- 








fonse Juseph Eugene Plichon, the French 
Consul at Hongkong. ‘The deceased gentle- 


man was 2 native of Bailleul, Department 
of the Nord, and was in his thirty-sixth 
year. Mons. Plichon had served for many 
Years in the French Consulate service, in 
China, and had done duty at several of the 
northern ports, He had been ailing for a 
time past, but until about a month 
ago every hope was entertained that his 











disease liad been conquered and that he 
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might yet be spared for many years of 
usefulness. During the last few weeks, 
however, his illness assumed a more 
serious aspect, and he has succumbed to a 

eneral breaking up of the system. The 
deceased waa very highly respected by a 
large circle of friends, aud his death will 
be regretted by many residents in the differ- 
ent ports where he has served. ‘The body 
has been embalmed and a telegraphic com- 
munication opened with his friends rela- 
tive to its final resting-place. 

‘Washington's birthday was celebrated by 
‘a display of bunting on the men-of-war and 
merchant vessels in harbour, and by a 
Tegatta got up by the officers and crew of 
the U.S.8. Richmond. 

The gun-vessels Kestrel and Midge were 
paid off on the 23rd ult. It was rumoured 
that they would not be recommissioned 
until after the arrival of the turret ship 
Wicern with the new officers and crew. 








NAGASAKI. 

The Rising Sun says the long-anticipated 
improvement in native paper money as yet 
shows no sigus of being realised, but on 
the contrary it has every appearance of 
a still further fluctuating downward ten- 
dency. During the past week it has on 
one occasion fallen as low as 40 per cent. 
discount against silver. 

‘The absence of a small tow-boat, whose 
services could always be relied upon at a 
short notice, has been occasionally felt for 
2 long time, and more especially during the 
past month, as within tliat time no less 
than three sessels have heen compelled to 
anchor in dangerous positions at the en- 
trance of the harbour, owing to light baf- 
fling winds and calms. 

"The Russian corvette Djigit loft for 
Yokohama on Monday the 16th inst., and 
the British gunboat Swinger arrived from 
Yokohama on the following day. Meu-of- 
war in harbour are—British, Swinger aud 
Charybdis; Russian, Yongous.

‘The News of the 18th inst. publishes 
from an official quarter an account of the 
unfortunate contretemps that happened to a 


shooting party, of which H.R.H. Prince 
Heinrich of Prussia was a member, on the 
7th inst. near the village of Suita, It 
appears that the coolies accompanying the 
party got into difficulties with some farmers 
and a fight ensued, but not in the presence 
of the sportsmen. ‘The police interfered and 
acrowd collected. When the party arrived 
at tho railway station they were refused 
tickets, and as tho station-master was 
informed that H.R.H. was one of the 
sportsmen, he replied, in a respectful 
manner, that he was willing to sell tickets, 
but was prohibited by order of the police. 
‘The police who had collected round the 
station were shown the shooting license 
with which all were provided, and the 
exalted rank of H.R.H., which was plainly 
written on his, was pointed out to them. 
After along talk and the intervention of 
the English engineer of the train which 
was passing, they were permitted to return, 
but upon entering the carriage H.R.H. 
noticed that the coolies were detained, 
whereupon he refused to proceed without 
his luggage and his servants. H.R.H. de- 
sided to proceed by jinriksha to Osaka, 
but all the coolies refused to carry the 
party, as they were prohibited by the 
police. After going about half the dis- 
tance on foot, they met some jinrikshas 
coming ona bye-road, the drawers of which 
did not know of the prohibition, and who 
carried the party. On arriving at Tenma, 
Osaka, in one of the narrow and dark 
streets the jinrikshas were stopped by the 
police, and H.R.H. and pa 
pelled to leave the jinriks! 
the officials were show

called to the fact that H.R.H. was present, 








but as the policemen required them to 
proceed to the police station, they were 
glad to be allowed to go to the Fucho, 
under the escort of policemen. On arriving 
at the Fu, and entering, the Fu gates were 
closed, but through the iron fence one of 
the party saw a well-known Osaka resident, 
‘Mr. Feitkemper, ‘He was allowed to enter, 
when H.R.H. sent a message, through 
him, to Governor Watanabe, to acquaint 
him with the situation of H.R.H., and re- 
questing his assistance. Mz. Heitkemper 
soon returned, with the answer that the 
Governor refused to come, as it was beyond 
his office hours and the whole affair was in 
the hands of the police, (Some days after- 
wards the Governor made the excuse that 
he had not properly understood the eit- 
cumstances.) One of the higher police 
officers and an interpreter made their ap- 
pearance, and Baron Seckendorff explained 
the whole circumstances to them, shewing 
the shooting licenses again and protesting 
against such treatment, in the name of 
HLR.H., strongly. At last they received 
permission to leave unmolested by the 
police, and H.R.H. returned to Kobe by 
the last train, 

‘The matter was fully investigated, and 
it was found and duly certified by the 
Governor of Osaka that H.R.H. as well as 
his suite, the coolies included, had not in- 
fringed any Japanese law. ‘The Governor 
of Osaka and the Kocho of Suita, as well as 
the offending farmers, begged permission 
to offer their personal apologies to H.R.H. 
Accordingly, H.R.H., accompanied by the 
commander’ of the Prinz Adalbert, the 
gentlemen who were of the shooting 
party, and the German Acting-Consul, 
went to Osnka on the 14th instant, 
officially, in full uniform, and the apologies 
were tendered with much ceremonial. In 
reply to the one from the Governor of 
Osaka, H.R.H. said :—I consider the oceur- 
reneo of the 7th instant definitely settled. 
I thank you Br, Miyamoto, in particular, 
for your successful endeavottrs, and beg to 
transmit the expressions of my best thenks 
to the gorernment of H.ML. the Teno for 
the quick and efficient settlement of this 
most deplorable occurrence. I beg also to 
offer my humble thanks to H.M. the Em- 
petor for the way. in which he has shown 
his sympathy and kind feeling to myself, 
and to assure H.M. that the remembrance 
of the time I have had the honour to be a 
guest of H.M. in Japan will not be clouded, 
as I have always received much considera. 
tion and attention at the hands of the au- 
thorities in general.” The policemen who 
were concerned in the affair have been 
dismissed. 

The Italian man-of-war Vettor Pisani, 
Captain H.R.H. the Duke of Genoa, arrived 
at Kobe on the 17th inst., exchanging 
salutes with the fort at Hiogo Point as she 
anchored. She will stay nearly a fortnight, 
during which time H.R.H. will visit Osaka, 
Kioto, Nara, and other places of interest in 
the neighborhood. 

‘On the 15th instant 500 convicts of the 
Osaka prison set fire to it in order to be 
able tw escape in the confusion produced. 
A detachment of the Osaka gartison was 
ordered to crush the revolt ; serious fighting 
ensued, in which many soldiers as well as 
conviets were wounded. 

At a general meeting of the Kobe Cham- 
ber of Commerce, held on the 15th inst., it 
was proposed to lower the bed of the 
Minatogawa and improve the harbours of 
Kobe and Hiogo.

The Gazette says it is reported from 
the south that a number of the members of 
the late Shigakko having forwarded a peti- 
tion to the local government praying for 
permission to establish an association, to 
be called the Shelon-sha, for the purpose 
of carrying out the system of military in- 
struction founded by the late Marshal 
Saigo, became exceedingly excited at 





the rejection of their demands, At 
the close of last month five hundred 
shizoku forced an entrance into Govern- 
ment House, and compelled by threats 
the Governor, Iwamura, to grant the 
required permission which was at last 
extorted. ‘The association was declared to 
be organized, and five thousand members 
were enrolled under the presidency or 
leadership of Hachida, a noted resident of 
Kagoshima, and a brother of Murata 
Shinpachi, ‘a distinguished and prominent 
commander of the rebel forces in the late 
southern insurrection. The funds sub- 
scribed already exceed 200,000 yen, 

According to the Japanese press in Osaka, 
discontent prevails throughout the south. 
western provinees with regard to the ques 
tion of a national representative assembly. 
It is said that the garrisons in Kumamoto 
and Hiroshima have secretly been ordered 
to make preparations for immediate service. 

The Herald reports that the schooner 
Otome, which left Yokohama last month for 
the purpose of attempting to fluat the 
stranded steamer Nordenskjold, encountered 
very severe weather on approaching the 
coast of Yeaso, and finding it impracticable 
on account of the snow-storms and ice to 
effect an anchorage at Nemuro, was obliged 
to return to port and abandon the project 
until better weather should set in.

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wrongs of his master, and Lu Wei-k’ai 
murdered him also. Lo Pang-ch’i then 
brought the case before the departmental

The petitioner then appealed at the pro- 
vincial capital, when officers were sent out 
to arrest the offenders, but a certain official 
clerk who had lost his office misled them and 
caused the proceedings to be still further 
delayed ; he also caused petitioner's servant 
Cl’ang Hung-shéng to be speared to death 
by Lu Wei-k’ai, stole his property, and pre- 
vailed upon a petty officer to release four 
of the offenders whom he had captured. The 
petitioner appealed repeatedly at the provin- 
cialeapital, buteach time the officers deputed 
to prosecute enquiries were cajoled into 
giving a false report. ‘The memorialists 
Tepresent that such proceedings should be 
rigorously enquired into. They are not 
aware at what yamén Lo Shao-yi presented 
his appeals, Rescript : Noted.

(5) Postscript memorial from Chou 
Héng-ch’'i, Governor of Shantung. The 
following’ regulations, submitted to His 
Majesty to the Tsung-li Yamén, and circu- 
lated by that Bureau for general inform- 
ation, are on record. Any officers, civil or 
military, serving on the sea-const, who 
shalt salve cargo to tho valuo of Tis. 10,000 
or upwards, or the lives of ton or moro 
persons, natives or foreignors, shail have 
their services recorded in a rogister. ‘Three 
such records against an officer’s naino shall 

title him to a reward from the provincial 
high authority, and when he has obtained 
five such records, his name shall be 
ported to His Majesty for promotion. The 
memorialist begs now to report that Chou 
Féng-chén, expectant captain, in command 
of the Zai-an steam-vessel, came with 
his ship in the yoar 1876, to cruiso in 
the Shantung waters. In December, 1878, 
tivo grain junks from Ningpo and Kiangsa. 
respectively, encountered a gale in the Gulf 
of Liao-tung and broke theirrudders, where- 
upon the captain in question went to their 
assistance aud brought them into Chofoo, 
saving thus both vessels and cargo. In 
the beginning of February, 1879, the Ger- 
man sailing-vessel Lushalucha encountered 
a gale off the mouth of the Chin-sha-kiang 
and was wrecked. ‘The captain on this 
occasion rescued eighteen individuals, male 
and female, some Chinese and some for- 
sign. In Juno last, the British Envoy 
Wei ’o-ma (Sir T.’ Wade) waa going 
from Shanghai to ‘Tientsin in the 8s. 
Shun-lee, which encountered a fog off an 
island called Mo-yi Tao in the Jung- 

district, and struck upon a rock, 80 
injuring the bottom of the vessel that sho 
was in imminent danger of sinking. The 
Superintendent of Customs at Chefoo then 
sent the steamer to her rescue, when the 
captain put the cargo ashore, ‘and saved 
fa large number of Chinese and foreigners, 
male and female, for which the foreigners 
were deoply grateful, writing a letter to 
express their thanks. In all, a hundred 
and several tens of people, Chinese and 
foreigners, were saved, besides soveral 
hundred thousand catties of cargo. ‘These 
circumstances were reported to the memor- 
ialist by the Taotai, who begged that they 
might be brought to the notice of His Maj- 
esty. The memorialist would respectfully 
observe that Chon Féng-chén, the captain 
in question, and those with him, have been 
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diligent and careful in the performance of 
the duties of convoying grain junks and 
cruising in the Shantung waters, while he 
and his sailors have fearlessly braved 
the dangers and terrors of the sea in their 
efforts to save life and property, whereby 
he has been repeatedly recorded for meri- 
torious service and has been rewarded [by 
Jocal honours.] A scrutiny [of the record] 
now shows that he has rescued cargo to the 
yalue of over Ts. 10,000 and more than 
ten lives on several occasions, so that his 
case completely satisfies the regulations for 
the reward of such services referred to 
above. ‘The memorialist would therefore 
pray His Majesty graciously to permit 
Chou Féng-chén, expectant second captain 
for immediate promotion in the Min Ché 
service, to be promoted to the grade of 
first eaptain, with the brevet rank of 
major, and a button of the fifth grade, Also 
tosanction the promotion of Lieutenant Sun 
Lan-hsiin to the grade of second captain ; 
aud Li Shu-huang, an officer of the sub- 
sidiary ninth grade, to be placed iirst on his 
list for promotion.—Reseript : Let it be as

‘Tho Cuarnaan, in opening the meeting, 
said—Gontlemen, the Report and Accounts 
for last year have now been in your hands 
for some time and may be taken as read. 
Bofore I put the usual resolution to the 
meeting, that the Report and Accounts of the 
‘Company for the year ended 3ist Dec., 1879, 
as printed and circulated, be accepted and 
passed, the Directors will’be glad to answer 
any questions the Sharcholders may put. 
‘Meantime I may remark with reyard to 
the accounts of the Associated Wharves, 
that although the net balance available for 
division is hardly so large as last year, still 
they are very satisfactory, You will havo 
observed that while the gross earnings of 
the Association are only some Ts. 260 less 
than last year, the item on the other side 
for wages, coolie hire, &., x 
more. ‘The explanation of ‘this is simply 
that there has beon a falling off in the 
rovenue derived from storage of Tis. 10,000, 
and although there has been a correspond 
ing increase in the amount received from 
vessels you are aware that the extra coolie 
hire thereby entailed is sufficient to account 
for the difference in net revenue. We have 
had to write off over Tis. 1,000 for bad 
debts ; and six months’ half pay to Mr. Vail 
(who on account of the state of his health 
cannot return to China) is also included in 
the first item of expenditure. We exceed- 
ingly regret the loss of Mr. Vail’s services, 
as he was a most valuable man. In view of 
the vastly increased amount of work, which 
has of late years fallen upon the Auditors, 
the Directors have increased their fees 
from Tis. 150 to Tis. 200 each, which can- 
not be called excessive remuneration. For 
the same reason the Directors have in- 
creased their own fees, and this latter act, 
gentlemen, requires your confirmation. To 

















meet the requirements of the river traffic a 
new two storey godown is in course of erec- 
tion on Heard’s Wharf. The first cost of 
this is of course borne by the landlords, 
but interest on the cost, leas the estimated 
value of the old godowns for storage, is 
payable by the Association in terms of the 
agreement. Turning to the accounts pro- 
per of your Company, you will observe that 
notwithstanding that your share of the 
working of the Association is over Tis. 
2,000 less than last year, the profit and loss 
account now shows a greater balance to 
the good. This is owing to the fact that 
whereas in 1877 you carried forward 
‘Tis. 557.91, you last year started with a 
balance of Tis. 2,000.86. ‘The payment for 
interest on loans is ‘Tls. 400 less, and the 
Fire Insurance Account also is’ less by 
‘Tis, 335 than for the previous year, owing 
to the account having been credited with 
various returns from the Hongkong fire 
during the interval. ‘The state of the 
wharf, godowns, and staging, is a matter 
that receives the careful and constant at- 
tention of the Directors. Of course you 
cannot expect a wooden wharf in a muddy 
stream to look handsome, but we have 
every reason to believe that a sum of 
‘Tis. 1,500 to Tis. 2,000 now being spent 
upon it, in replacing piles and planks where 
necessary, Ai maintain it in'a thoroughly 
efficient state. And now, gentlemen, have 
you any questions to ask? 

Mr. J. Hart—It would be desirable, 
‘Mr. Chairman, I think for you to state in 
what condition the bunding is in connec- 
tion with the Hongkew Wharf at the 

resent time, and also the landing stages.

Last, though not least, 
of the ladies was Mrs. Smaltweed a 
Josephine, the Captain’s daughter, and 
heroine of the piece. As on former appear- 
ances she gave a well-studied and careful 
rendering of the character, a by no means 
easy one to aseuine, She esteomed, rever- 
enced and venerated Sir Joseph in refusin, 
his promised hand with a delicate anc 
subtle power, while she proclaimed her love 
to her father for Ralph, one of the sailors 
of his ship, with an apparent sincerity ap- 
proaching reality. She spurned the at 
tion of the haughty Sir Joseph with tact and 
finesse, and manifested much discrimination 
of feeling in her subsequent interviews with 
Ralph. It must be admitted that her ren- 
dering of the character was another laurel 
to the many sho has won on the boards of 
the Lyceum, though we hardly think it will 
rank among her great achievements in dra- 
matic or operatic act.

Lord of the Admiralty, left nothing to be 
desired. His get up was as perfect as it 
was gorgeous; his hauteur and dignity 
wero inimitable ; and his ready adaptability 
to the necessities of the different phases 
of his exalted position showed a marked 
development of histrionic power. His 
song as “Ruler of the Queen's Naveo” 
was apically given, and vociferously rede- 
manded, as was also “I am monarch of 
the sea,” and in Mr, Belmore the company, 
it must be admitted, have a most worthy 
and talented representative, Mr. Cowley 
as Captain Corcoran looked the part 
he played, and acted with the becoming 
dignity of a veritable naval commander, 
while his singing was much appreciated, 
Mr. Giovanetti as Ralph Rackstraw lacked 
the animation generally to be found in an 
ardent lover of the sailor type, but his 
singing as well as his distinct utterances 
were redeeming features. His ronderinj 
of “ A maiden fair to see,” and “ Farewel 
my own” were especially worthy of mention, 
and his love-making with Josephine 
evinced careful study of the part. Mr. 
Doolittle was a creditable Bill Bobstay, bis 
singing, as it always is, being loud) 
lauded, particularly the aong “Ho is an 
Englishman,” which was encored. ‘The 
thankless character of Dick Deadeye was in 
the hands of Mr. Tonald McTonald, who 
made the most of it, his voice not being 
unsuited to the part. Master Gregory as 
‘Tom Tucker was a lively ‘middy,” always 
there when wanted; and Mr. Hazard made 
a good Bob Becket.

THE ZIKAWEI OBSERVATORY. 

To the Eaitor of the 

Norru-Cmmsa Herat, 

Dean Sre,—The eminent meteorologist 
who presides over the Observatory of the 
Reverend Fathers at Zikawei, has lately 
presented science and navigation with an 
elaborate memoir relating to a leading 
feature of meteorology in the Far East, 
and which undoubtedly deserves to be 
noticed by the Press of the Model Settle- 


ment. 

Father Mare Dechevrens, $.J., the 
learned Director of the above Observatory, 
wholly confirms for the cyclones of the 
China Sea (Typhoons), the ideas which 
Mr. Meldrum’ has published in connec- 
tion with the East Indian cyclones, and 
Poey in relation to the West India hurri- 
canes, thus showing the necessity of modi- 
fying’ essentially the “law of storms,” a8 
taught at present to candidatesfor the exam- 
inations of the Board of Trade; the Rev- 
erend Father also confirms some of the 
assertions published by Mr. E. Knipping 
of Tokio in a pamphlet noticed in the issue 
of your valuable paper of the 14th January. 

The Memoir is in the French language, 
(Le typhon du 81 Juillet 1879, par le P. 
Dechevrens, S.J., Directeur del Obsereatoire), 
but a short abstract of the same has been 
published in English 
containing the quint 
extensive French original; “The Typhoon 
of July Slst, 1879, by F. ML. Dechevren: 
S.J., Director of Zikawei Observator 
‘The’ frontispiece of each publication is 
ornamented with a fine graphic represonta~ 
tion of the whirl-storm ; each also contains 
fa track chart of the phenomenon and is 
further illustrated by a great number of 
various diagrain 

‘The English abstract is published ex- 
pressly with the intention to benefit the 
numerous English-speaking navigators em- 
ployed in Chinese waters, and the object 
of the present lines is to call the attention 
of mariners to this important treatise, 
which may justly be considered as marking 
anew departure for metoorological inves 
tigation in China, 

The Reverend Father reproduces before 
the reader with the help of a great number 
‘of documents, which represent metéoro- 
logical observations extending from Manila 
to the Gulf of Tartary, a clear and concise 
picture of the storm, almost like in a 
“Jaterna magica,” from the begi 
the south to the end in Manchouria, “Ho 
illustrates the necessity for revising the 
hitherto generally accepted storm-laws by 
an extract from the Monthly Notices of the 
Meteorological Society uf Mauritius, Argust 



































1879, as follows: Mr. Meldrum states 
“that in one of these cyclones which ed 
north of Réunion in February, 1860, a 


great majority of 41 vessels which loft the 
roadsteads of that island and ran to the 
north-westward with the wind from 
S.E., with the supposition that the centre 


t | bore N.E., were lost, wrecked, or seriously 


damaged. It was afterwards ascertained, 
that when the wind at St. Denis was from 
S.E., the centre did not bear N.E., but 
nearly N. by W. and that, as the storm 
was travelling to the south-westward, the 
vessels were running towards the centre.” 
(English edition, p. 6.), ie, the centro 
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was nearly 13 points to the left, instead of 
eight points, as supposed. 

‘Such statements might shake the faith 
in the law of storms of many sea-faring 
people ; but they will become reassured, if 
they read what the author says on p. 22 of 
the French edition : ‘Est-ce d dire qu'il fant 
désespérer d’obtenir pour ce phénomene 
la simplicité et la netteté dans I’énoneé des 
lois qui le regissent, simplicité et netteté 
qui seules meitront le Capitaine de navire 
A V'abri des incertitudes, des fausses man- 
couvres, des erreurs les plus désastreuses ? 
Non certes ; mais ces lois nous ne les con- 
naitrons longtemps encore que bien vague- 
ment ; il faut que les observations se con- 
tinuent, il faut que le capitaine méme au 
milieu de ses plus vives angoisses, note 2 
chaque instant tous les phenoménes qui se 
passont sous ses yeux; * * * et sil 
nest donné a la ‘géuération présente de 
parfaire Voeuvre si bien commencée, les 
travaux actuels aideront du moins les 
générations futures d formuler enfin les lois 
i desiré 

The work before us is full of interesting 
and important matter, and to mention 
overything worthy of attention would sim- 
ply mean to transcribe the whole; it 
certainly ought to be in the hands of every 
mariner, who has made up his mind to 
advance with the progress made by modern 
meteorology. 

Amongst other useful information the 
learned author favours the reader with a 
novel and very ingenious theory on the 
origin of typhoons ; he states that previous 
to the 30th July, a polar.current was ob- 
red at Zikawei to flow southward in 
the upper strata of the atmosphere, while 
at the Philippine Islands a still stronyer 

natorial current existed, as proved by the 

bservatory of the Jesuit Fathers at 
Manila, wider the directorship of the Rev. 
Father Faura, S.J. ; the two opposite cur- 
ronts clashed in mid-air and formed a whirl 
against the sun, which direction depends 
on the well-known influence exercised on 
atmospheric currents by the axial rotation 
of the earth. The clashing of the two op- 
posed currents caused an accumulation of 
air, and consequently a barometric maxi- 
mum ; but the centrifugal action of the 
subsequent whirl sent the air in divergent 
spiral lines away from the centre, thereby 
producing an atmospheric depression (baro- 
metric minimum) at the latter, and causing 
an in-draught from above (descending cur- 
rents), and from below (ascending currents), 
both descending and ascending currents 
causing in the upper and lower regions of 
the atmosphere convergent spiral motion 
towards the centre ; also against the sun of 
course, like the original whirl. The phen- 
omenon under consideration descended to 
the surface of the sea in about lat. 26° N., 
and between long. 123° and 124° E.; this 
appears to me, if I have comprehended 
rightly, in au abridged form and rough con- 
tours the very feasible theory of Father 
Dechevrens, which, emanating from such a 
high authority, is sure to command the 
attention and respect of competent judges. 
Jt would be transgressing 100 much to in- 
troduce dn the present occasion all the int- 
eresting and important details which the 
author furnishes concerning the track, the 
inclination and rotation of the axis, the 
anti-cyclone etc., and the reader must be 
referred to the work itself. 

It will be seen from the preceding, that the 
Reverend Father assumes the atmospheric 
depression (barometric minimum) as a con- 
sequence of the whirl-storm, while hitherto 
it has been more generally supposed by 
modern meteorologists, that a whirl-storm 
owes its existence to a previously existing 
atmospheric depression, a view very ably 
expounded iti « paper lately published in 
connection with the recent ontbreak of 
plague in Russia and discussing the chances 
of contagious diseases being spread by the 
interchanges of atmospheric currents :—

OF course there are several other theories 
on the same subject worthy of more or less 
consideration, but time and space forbid to 
mention any more of them on this occasion. 
Tt would be ont of place perhaps to decide 
just now, which of these rival theories may 
be the right one—probably each may be 
right: the possibility is given, that 
whirlwinds may originate in different ways. 
However, all noteworthy modern theories 
have one principal idea at least in common ; 
conrerging spiral motion in the lower strata 
of the revolving storm, ascending current 
near the centre and diverging spiral motion 
above the lower strata ttor diverging 
motion (owing to the centrifugal action of 
the whirl) is most frequently, though not 
always, betrayed by thick banks of clouds 
rising ‘from the centre and spreading 
horizontally towards the distant observer, 
a fact clearly observed by the present 
writer under very favourable circumstances 
in the Amoor Delta, at the head of the 
Gulf of Tartary in 1875, and on several 
other occasions. 

The memoir by Father Dechevrens is 
very likely the most ezhaustive study of any 
typhoon on record, owing to the great 
number of meteorological reports, which 
have been placed at the investigator's com- 
mand with laudable readiness by the foreign 
employés of all the different departments of 
the LM. Customs, excepting the Revenue 
isers. We find documents supplied by 
the Harbour-masters of most Treaty port 

he captains of the Tungsha and th 
Newchwang light-vessels, and by the keepers 
of most light-houses; there are also contrib- 
utions from several Imperial Japanese 
Observatories and from the Jesuit Observa- 
tory at Manila. No observations are re- 
corded from a Hongkong Observatory, 
Hongkong being one of those (fortunately 
ouly few) British Colonies, which are us 
such an exceedingly useful institution. 

Gaptaiva ofthe Bibishand Frough Navies, 
of French and Japanese mail-packets, of 
the three leading Steam-boat Companies of 
Shanghai, and of sailing vessels of varion 
nationalities have communicated their ob- 
servations to the learned Director of the 
Zikawei Observatory, and he says: “C'était 
la premidre fois que l'Observatuire de Zika- 
wei entrait en relation directe avec ceux qui 
out entre leur main Iaclef de la météorologi 
de ces mers de la Chine, avec les capitaines 
des nombrenx navires qui trafiquent sur ces 
cdtes, avex les directours des donanes chi- 
noises établies dans tous les ports ouverts, 
au commerce ob tn service régulior d’obser- 
vations météorologiques fonctionne depuis 
longtemps.” (French edition, p. 1.) He 
justly remarks of these nuinerous contrib- 
utors ; They have thereby done service 
not only to science, whose progress such 
labours further, but also and chiefly to navi- 
gation. For the elucidation of every point 
relating to the great questions of the move- 
ments of the atmosphere at the surface 
of the sea is an advantage to the sailor; 
every fact the result of observation aud 
study becomes a guide for the future.” ete., 
ete. (English edition.) 

In the China Sea Directory, Vol. ILL, p. 8, 
it is stated that “some violent storms have 
also ited Shanghai, but it is doubtful 
whether they are true typhoons.” It can 
hardly be considered doubtful now ; two 
typhoons burst over the port of Shanghai 
alone in 1864, doing considerable damage ; 
in one of them (I forget which) the British 
barque Teresa yot her foremast knocked 
over-board abreast the Settlement. 

After carefully considering the latest 
addition with which the Zikawei Observa- 
tory has enriched the meteorological litera- 
ture of the Far East, it would appear 
desirable that Article V., Meteorology, of 
the Admiralty Manual of Scientific Buquiry 
for the vse of Officers in H.M.'s Navy and 
‘Travellers in General, London, 1871, should 
be revised, to prevent grave errors being 
committed’ by too confiding students of 


































































page 142: “ When sure you are within the

On pp. 11-12 of the French edition 
of his brochure, the author has occasion 
to correct a certain error into which 
Mr. Knipping of Tokio in his pamph- 
let on the September Typhoons of 1878 
has been led; the present writer thinks 
it very possible that Mr, ping may 
have committed another error in connec 
tion with his remarks concerning the 
* Novara” typhoon ; I hardly think it pos- 
sible that the excellent Commodore of the 
Novara Expedition, so well and favourably 
recollected amongst old residents out here, 
should have committed the mistake which 
Mr. Knipping presumes to have discovered; 
the distinguished Austrian Naval officer, 
whose work Mr. Kuipping criticises, has 
published, or at least clearly indicated 




















twenty years ago, much of what Mr. Knip- 
ping has re-discovered and published in his 
pamphlet.

From some remarks by the highly re- 
spected President of the Shanghai Shipmas- 
ters’ Association made at the meeting of 
that nautical body on the 16th instant, it 
seems that they are determined to eo-oper- 
ate with the Director of the Zikawei Obser- 
vatery ; & happy decision on which all con- 
cerned’ may deservedly be congratulated, 
and which ‘shews that the present gener- 
ation of Shanghai shipmasters is not con- 
tent simply to hand down to their suo- 
cessors the same amount of knowledge and 
skill which they have inherited from th 
worthy predecessors, but that they are 
resolved to put their shoulder to the 
wheel, and assist in their sphere to de- 
velop’ the law of storms as much as 
ossible, bearing in mind what Father 

echevrens says on p. 27 of his Memoir :

THE JAPANESE YEN. 
(China Overland Trade Report.) 
The Hongkong Chamber of Commerce 
have, by a large majority, decided to 
memoriaiise the Government to take.action 
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with a view to making Japanese yen cur- 
rent in this Colony. In our last issue we 
published the translation of a petition 
signed by some two hundred Chinese me 
chants and others to a similar effect. Tt 
obvious, therefore, that a strong desire 
prevails in the Colony to have the product 
of the Osaka Mint made a legal temler to 
replace the old Mexican dollar. ‘The dis- 
cussion on the question at the meeting of 
the Hongkong Chamber on Monday appears 
to us, however, to have been somewhat 
hurried, and it is to be hoped the decision 
arrived at was not too hasty. Thatit isdesir- 
able to have the yen legalised, if we cannot 
have a British dollar coined for the use of 
Her Majesty’s Colonies in the Far East, we 
believe, but it should not be forgotten that 
the legalisation of the yen will .preclude 
any likelihood of a coinage being ever 
established here. Moreover, we cannot be 
blind to the contigent possibility, so clearly 
pointed out by the Hon. W. Keswick and 
emphasised by Mr, Nelson, of the supply 
of yen not proviny a permanent one. Japan 
not being a great silver producing country 
will have to purchase the bullion, and there 
is some question as to whether the profit 
on the subsidiary coinage will continue to 
ay for the expense of running the Mint 

\pan is very anxious to get her currency 
into Hongkong, and rightly s0, nor ean 
there be any objection to the yen, which is 
a vastly superior coin to the Mexican dollar. 
‘The only questions that occur to us are 
these—Will the Chinese at all the treaty 
ports accept them at par, and is the supply 




















Of the coin certain to continue? We do not | 
doubt the bond fides of the Japanese Govern- | 





mont in tho least; they have given such 
repeated proofs of their earnest desire, as 
Mr. Granville Sharp aptly put it, to ran 
parallel with European civilisation and to 
earn a reputation for national integrity 
that they may be relied upon to maintain 
the purity of the coins, But it is just ps 

le that a day may come when they will 
deem it advisable to discontinue the coinage 
of these yen. Of course it may be argued, 
in reply to this objection, that the Colony 
would then be in the same position it is at 
the present moment, And, on the whole, it 
is probable that the immediate advantages 
will outweigh other prospective aud speou- 
Jative ones that suggest themselves in con- 
nection with the proposed but apparently 
unobtainable British dollar. Now that 
direct and regular steam communication has 
been established by the Mitsu Bishi Steam 
Ship Company between Hongkong and 
Osaka, the great commercial city of Japan 
followed by a new development of tradi 
it is more desirable than ever that the ye 
should be adinitted as current here, and if 
made so will prove a great convenience to 
those engaged in the increasing trade be- 
tween Hongkong and Japan. ‘The legalisa- 



























tion of the yen in the Colony is, after the 
resolution passed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, only a question of time, as there 
is every reason to believe that Governor 
highly favourable to such a

proposition. We only hope that in the 
event of the yen being made current in 
Hongkong it will prove beneficial alike to 
the Colony and to Japan, and serve to pro- 
mote the growth of the ‘commereial inter- 
course between them. 














‘MASONIC CHARITY. 
(The Freemason.) 


What a goodly “outcome” does 1879 
exhibit of this Masonic virtue, Without 
boasting we may, we think, not impro- 
perly ask, what other society is really doing 
so much in simple ‘beneficence” to its 
members?

Aud when as in 1877 the 
amonnt was over £42,000, in 1878 it fell 
to £40,312 4s. 3d., (no mean sum be it 
observed); in 1879, despite the badness 
of trade and the sufferings of agriculture, 
it rose, as we have just pointed out, to 
£44,583 Is. 9d. Let us fix these figures 
on our memories. Of this large sum, (the 
contributions of our warm-hearted Craft), 
the Royal Masonic Benevolent Institution 
for aged Freemasons and their Widows re- 
ceived the largest amount, in that it is 
credited with £17,781 12s. 10d. or £3,110 

than it received in 1878. ‘The 
' School ranks second, having received 
£13,923 4s. 4d., or over £1,200 more than 
in 1878. ‘The’ Girls’ School is third in 
order with £13,025 12s, 1d., or £160 in 
excess of 1878.| We do not go into the 
wants or prospects of the three Charities 
for 1880, but we have every reason 
to hope and believe that 1880° will not 
fall short or behind that of 1879, but 
will demonstrate that Masonic charity 
is alike perennial and progressive. ‘Che 
Board of Benevolence has granted in 1879 
the goodly amount of £8,238, being, let us 
remark, £4,984 in excess of 1878. ‘This 
amount added to £44,583 11s.

But 
when to these figures we add the amounts 
voted by Provingial Grand Lodges, and 

te lodges, and local Masonic charit- 
able associations, we shall not be wrong in 
assuming that ‘Freemasonry in Ensland 
makes annual grants of not less than 
£70,000 at the very least to the needy 
and’ suffering of our great Fraternity. 
Without to-day dwelling’ on other topics, 
or alluding to other considerations in 
this respect, which may strike the 
thoughtful and the observant, surely we 
may dwell on the fact with pride as 
Freomasons, that charity with Freemason- 
ry is no unmeaning word, costing noth 
Dut that it is real and efficacious, develoy 
ing our sympathies and openmg our purs 
If our yood old Order has some enemies 
and not a few backbiters, if it is misrepre- 
sented here, vilified there, if its teaching 
is parodied and its aims vituperated, let us 
rejoice in the fact, for it is a great and 
unanswerable fact in itself, that it gives 
largely, freely, gladly, generously in the 
ever sacred cause of true aud living charity.
